It is a fact, and a regrettable fact, that the great majority of 


people who do riot till-the land for a living know very little of 
what (he farmers have to dp and stand in putting crops into 
the ground and bringing them to maturity. It is the common

is!to-plant'the seeds; do a little hoeing, loaf-on rainy days and 
Sundays, sleep .•sweetly, while. the crops are growing, and 
finally reap rich harvests and fat profits. •

But, 
.while farming is all' right, this is not a correct picture 


of it. It is a business that requires a knowledge that can be 
gained only through experience,' and' it requires patience,. hard 
work and faith.' With a combination of all these .elements 
farming is a good business; though.far from being a gel-rich- 
quick schenie.

'The1 war gardening of last year was a success even beyond 


expectations, notwithstanding, the fact that a large number of 
those engaged in it were without previous experience. But all 
worked hard and enthusiastically, and in spite of the fact that 
1h.e season was-byno means of the best very substantial re- 
sults were achieved. 


•This year there is need of even greater effort and there is 


reason lo believe it will be put forth in spite of 'the fact that 
among those who took parti ast year'lhere were some who 
became:dsjcdufaged. And already these'are being heard from. 
Some", complain of almost total failure, owing to drought, in- 
sects, unseasonable frosts, etc., while others, who secured jjood 
cropsj claim that these did hot pay them for their work. 'And 
so. they have decided lo -throw' up the sponge and "lel.George 
doit." -

;Tha'l there would be cases of Ihis kind was to have been 


expected, but there is no reason to believe (here are.e|iough of 
them to materially interfere with this spring's drive for crops, 
and more crops. The need is greater than ever, and it is to be 
believed that in spite of'such disappointments as were-experi- 
eiiced last year by some of the amateurs there will be a loyal 
army of gardeners ready for the campaign by Ihe time the 
ground is in condition and .that next fall will bring harvests 
surpassing (hose of last year. The experience that has been 
gained should be worth much, and it will be. Those \y\io did 
well last year will do better this year, and those whose ex- 
pectations were no't fulfilled should resolves to try again. 


And, 
above 'all, should the experience that has been gained 


teach people to lake a more charitable view of the farmer.- 
Many regard him as a man who makes an easy living by pro- 
ducing food stuffs with little labor and risk and selling them to 
the consumer at exorbitant prices, but lie is nothing of 'the sort. 
As a rule -he earns all he gets and earns it well, as will most of 
those who engage in war gardening. But this is no reason 
why they should not cheerfully put their shoulders to 'the 
wheel once more and thus help ".win the war."
